Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to appelant' s Appeal Brief filed December 15, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The rejection of claims 13, 15-20, 23, 25, 26, 28-30, 32-40 and 48 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) based on Oltman et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,567,538), JP 50-134137 (hereinafter JP '137) and 
Mansfield, Jr. et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,306,580) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 15-20, 23, 25, 26, 28-30, 32-40 and 48 are allowed. 

Appellant's arguments filed with the Appeal Brief have been fiilly considered. The 
claims are allowed in view of the examiner's reconsideration of Mansfield, Jr. et al. disclosing 
mutual equivalence of tin and copper with nickel, particularly in view of JP ' 137, even if 
combinable with Mansfield, Jr. et al., teaching a nickel oxide coating. The prior art of record 
does not teach the instant invention regarding an anode casing of a triclad metal wherein its 
peripheral edge is plated with a protective metal comprising tin or copper.
